Reconstruction. 


VIEWS OF TUE PRESIDENT.—Much in- 


terest is naturally felt as to the exact views 
of President Johnson in the matter of re- 
construction. 
A recent speech of General 


Sche&ck, therefore, at Chiilicothe, Ohio, 
in which he stated, as is hinted, by author- 
ity, the opinions of ihe Executive, is pecu- 
liarly important. 
We OnU tbe following 


.sketch of General Scbenck's remarks in 
the Cincinnati Gazette : 


"The President might have held the re- 


bellious States in military subjection, as a 
conquered people, until satisfied of their 
enure loyalty, and until reinstated in their 
foiraer positions by legislative action ; or lie 
might have withdrawn the military force 
altogether and left them to exercise their 
civil functions locally and in their relations 
to the other States. 
From the start tbeiu 


were objections to each of these courses, 
aud the President combined them, buldiu" 
a military force over tb^aj at the same time 
that he allowed them to reinstate their civil 
powers, and Begin again the exercise of 
their loyal functions. This latter privilege, 
however, v--as only an esperitueut, und tbe 
speaker assured his htaiers that President 
Johnson bo regarded it. 
Only ten days 


ago, ia a full and free interview with iihj, 
the President said-^e regarded the local 
governments set up in the.'rebellious States 
as tempo!ary experiments, simply to give 
the people an opportunity to show whether 
they will develop the right spirit and policy 
necessary for a full restoration to their pro- 
per position in the Government. 
While 


regarding them as experiments he intends 
that the military power of the Government: 
shall hold them in cheek, so that if they 
be found straying back into rebellious ways 
the military will be there to prevent them 
irom again making tbe troublo they have 
heretofore caused". 


"The President, in this conversation, re- 


ferred to tho course thaf had just been pur- 
sued in reference to the Richmond election, 
where the citizens manifested their rebel- 
lious spirit by electing to office the very 
men who had recently been in arms against 
the Government., it was-with hihsauetion 
that tho military authorities had set aside 
that election, aud he gave this as an ex 
ample of what might bo expected in other 
cases-of-"* similar kind." 


General Schenck ajso referred in hfs 


speech to the queatkm of negro suffrage, 
and his remarks are significant as indicating 
the probabie policy of tbe Unionists ,in 
Congress on that subject.
